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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 11, 14, 15, 19, 20, 28-34, and 36-50 are allowable in light of applicant's 
amendment and arguments. The closest prior art in the record are Kajiyama et ah, (US Patent No. 
6,232,062, filed on August 14, 1997), Meade (US Patent No. 6,013,459, filed on June 12, 1997), 
and Megerle (US Patent No. 5,874,046, filed on October 30, 1996). These prior art do not teach 
to generate an output waveform comprising at least one harmonic component having a harmonic 
number greater than or equal to two as recited in claim 1 1 . These prior art either alone or in 
combination with the other art in the record does not teach or reasonably suggest a method of 
determining the presence of target analytes in a sample which comprises all limitations recited in 
claim 11,
